the law is to regulate the charges which the 
corporation may make in the use of its own 
property for 1ts own purposes. It does not 
take itor damage it. for public use. The 
act was its ge was 
expressly enjoined by the constitution. It 

+s not become obnoxious to the constitu- 
tional provision onder consideration and 
become a taking or damaging of private 
property.for public use, because al! the 
rates fixed are not just and reasonable, or 
because they are thought so by the railroad 
com panies, 

Again the act under consideration is 
alleged to be unconstitutional because 
obnoxious to paragraph eleven, section one, 
article one, of the constitution which 
declares ‘‘Protection to person and prop- 
erty isthe paramount duty of the govern- 
ment and shall be impartial and com plete,”’ 
and of paragraph three, section one, article 
one, which deciares that “No person shal! 
be deprived of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law.” 

When it is remembered that these para 
graphs are referred to a law the only pur- 
pose of which is the perfermance by the 
legislature of its constitutional duty to 
prohibit unjast discriminations and unjust 
and unreasonable charges by the railroads 
of the state it is difficuit to see how they 
are pertinent to thé matter. 

In Munn ys. Lilinois, 94 U. 8. 113, it was 
held that the limitation by legislative en. 
actment of charge for services rendered in 
public employment or for the use of prop. 
erty in which the public has an interest 
does not deprive the owner of his property 
without due process of aw. Neither can it 
be said that it is a deniai of impartial and 
complete protection to property. 

It is next insisted that the law is one of 
“a general nature,”’ but that it does not 
have a uniform operation throughout the 
state as required by paragraph one, section 
four, articie one, of the constitution of the 
state. 
The act assailed isan act affecting rail. 
road companies only, and it is designed to 
have uniform operation op them through- 
out thestate. Its purpose is to require all 
such companies in the state to charge just 
apd reasovable rates, and to prohibit unjust 
discrimination by them. ‘To give the law 
a uniform operation it is not necessary that 
it should prescribe the same rates for all 
the railroad companies. It might as well 
be claimed that the legislature in framing 
an act to regulate toll-bridges, must pre- 
scribe the same rat» of toll forevery bridge 
in the state; otherwise the act would not 
bave a unifurm operation. 

The ingenuity of counsel bas brought into 
the case these various paragraphs of the 
constitution in the hope that the railroad 
commissioners’ act might be impaled in 
sume one of them. 

I have considered them all. Most of 
them have but avery remote application 
tothe law—some of them have already 
been considered by the supreme court of 
the United States in Munn vs. Lllionis and 
Peik vs, Chicago, 94, U. 8. supra, and 
decided to have no control over similar 
legislation. 

_The act of the legislature if constitutional 
may be considered unwise or even oppres- 
sive, but even if it isthe remedy is not with 
the court, but with the legislature. If the 
general assembly in its passage were acting 
within the scope of its constitutional power, 
no matter how cruel and unjustthe law 
may be the court cannot apply the remedy. 
There igs nothing in the act complained of 
which indicatesa cisposition on.the part 
of the legislature to oppress the raiiroad 
companies. It appears tobe rather an at 
temptin good taith to dischargea duty 
imperatively demanded of the legislature 
by the state constitution. 
The complaint is not “ 50 
against the legislature as against 
the railroad commissioners. Their 
administration of the iaw is charged to be 
oppressive and unjust to the railroad com- 
pany in which the complainant isa stock- 
holder. It is alleged that the schedule of 
rates fixed by the commissioners for said 
railroad is, if adhered to, destructive to the 
railroad property and ruinous to its cred- 
itors and stockholders, 

The evidence submitted upon this point 
by the complainant, consisting of the atti- 
davits of Mr. Haines, the general manager 
of the defendant railroad company, and 
others, on the one side and the affidavit 
aud reports and circulars of the railroad 
commissioners on the other, is very con- 
flieting and irreconcilable. It is not so 
much aconflict as to the facts as it is in 
matters of judgment and inferences from 
facts. 

One thing is made clear to my mind by 
the evidence. It is that there has been an 
honest and puins-taking effort on the part 
of the commissiooers to perform their duty 
under the’ law firmly and justly. The 
difference bet ween the railroad commission- 
ers and the officers of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railroad company is an honest 
diff-rence of judgment. 

The yg a | puts the present invest- 
mentin its road at $4,710,000, and claimed 
that a profit of 10 per cent per annum

The railroad compeeny estimated its an- 
nual expenditur: for a! De+aining and oper- 
ating the road at $700,000. The Goo. n jecion- 
ers were Of opinion that $550,000 Wiad 
suffice with good management and proper 
economy. The officers of the railroad 
company dectare that the rates fixed by the 
commission will so reduce its income that 
it will not suftice to pay the running 
expenses of the road and the interest on its 
bonded debt, leaving nothing for dividends 
to its stockholders. The railroad commis- 
sioners assert that their schedule was framed 
to produce eight per cent income on the 
vaiue of the road after paying cost of 
maintenance and ruannivg expenses, 
Which view is the correct one, it 
it is impossible to decide from the evidence 
submitted.

and heard, and any wrong suffered thereby 
corrected. 

In their affidavit on file the commission- 
ers say that they ‘‘accom panied their action 
by circulars indicating their readiness to 
review their action upon the presentation of 
sufficient data. The commission may 
have erred in its judgment- there was room 
for honest error, there was a difference of 
view in the commission itself as tot he 
proper percentage to be added on the stand- 
ard tariff rates. But there was no intention 
to wrong aby interest, por to adhere to any 
error when shown tobesuch, * * The 
circulars modifying rates on the showing of 
the railroads iilustrates the desire of the 
commissionfto conform by cleser and yet 
closer approximation to improved informa- 
tion.”’ 

The railroad company, after testing the 
results of the schedule of rates fixed by the 
commissioners, and finding it tobe unjust 
and unreasonable, can apply to 
the commissioners for redress. If 
redress is denied them there 
they. can apply to the legislature for relief. 
Believing the law under which the com 
missioners are appointed to be within the 
constitutional power of the legislature, the 
redress must come either from the com- 
missioners or the ge as embly; it is 
pot in the power of this court to give re- 
lief. As remarked by Mr. Justice Swayne 
in Gilman vs. Philacelphia, 3 Wall® 713: 
“Many abuses may arise in the legislastion 
of the states which are wholly beyond the 
reach of the government of the nation. 
The’ safeguard and remedy are to be 
found in the virtue and intelligence of the 
people. They can make and unmake con- 
‘stitutions and laws, and from that tribunal 
there isno appeal. If a state exercise un- 
wisely the power here in questien, the evil 
consequences will fall chiefly on her own 
citizens. They have more at stake than the 
citizens of any other state.” 

It has been the policy of Georgia at least 
since January 1, 1863, to grant no charter 


rates charged by the railroad companies 
should be just and reasonable, and appoint- 
ed acommission to fix the maximum of 
jaustaod reasonable rates, beyond which 
the railroad companies shall not go. This 
action seems to fall strictly within the 
terms of the authority on which it is based. 
If, however, the power conferred on the 
com missioners can only be exercised ander 
the constitution by the legislature, the act 
— such powers mast be declared 
void. 
A somewhat careful consideration of this 
point satisfies me clearly that the duties 
imposed by the act upon the com missoners 
are not legislative. and are not mecessarily 
to be performed by the legislature. 
If the act had declared that no railroad 
company should charge other than just and 
reasonable rates and that the board of di- 
rectors of every railroad company in the state 
shouid prescribe maximum charges which 
should be posted at each station, and be 
yond which the ticket and freight agents 
of the companies shoud not go it could 
not reasonably be claimed shat the directors 
were clothed with legislative power. Is the 
case altered when the general assembly in- 
steac of raaking the board of directors the 
body to fix maximum rates appoints an 
independent, and it is fairto presume, a 
more impartial bedy for that purpose? The 
nature of the duty discharged is not chang- 
ed by a change in the person or persons on 
whom the duty is imposed, 
It is a famihar rule of constitutional 
construction that a grant of legislative 
power to doa certain thing carries with it 
ihe power to use all proper and wa 
means to accomplish the end.—McCullough 
vs. Maryland, 4 Wheat, 316. 
fhe general assembly of Georgia is ex- 
pressiy requested by paragraph one, section 
two, article four, to pass laws from time to 
time to regulate freight and _  ~»pas. 
senger tariffs and to prohibit unjust dis 
crimination and the charging of unjust and 
unreasonable rates by the railroad compa- 
pies of the state. Tne fixing of just and 
reasonable maximuni rates for all the rail. 
roads in the state is clearlyaduty which 
cannot be performed by the iegislature 
unless it remain in perpetual session and 
devotes a large portion of iis time to its 
performance. The question, what are just 
aud reasonable rates? is one which presents 
different phases from month to month, 
upon every road in the state and in refer- 
ence to ail the innumerable articles and 
products that are the subjects of transpor- 
tation. This question can only be satisfac- 
torily solved by a board which is in perpet- 
ual session and whose time is exclusively 
given to the consideration of the subject. 


It is obvious that to require the duty of 
prescribing rates for the railroads of the 
state to be performed by the general assem 
bly, consisting of a senate with forty-four 
members and a house of representatives 
with one huodred and _ seventy-five, 
and which meets in regular session only 
once in two years and then only fora 
period of forty days, would result in the 
most ill-advised and haphazard schedules, 
and be productive of the greatest inconve- 
nienee and injustice, in some cases to the 
railroad companies and in others to the 
people of the state. It is impracticable for 
such a body to prescribe just and reasonable 
rates. To insist that this duty 
must be performed by the general asgembly 
itself is to defeat the purpose of that clause 
of the constitution under consideration. 
The view taken by complainant would 
preclude the legislature from the use of 
the necessary means and agencies to ac- 
complish what itgis required by the consti 
tution todo. The congress of the United 
States gives to congress the power to levy 
and collect taxes but this does not require 
congress itself to assess the property of the 
taxpayer and collect the tax. The consti- 
tution of Georgia clothes the general 
assembly with the power of taxation over 
the whole state dnd requires taxes to be 
assessed upon all property ad valorem 
Bat this does not require the 
legislature to investigate through its eo:n- 
mittees and over, and declare by an act 
the value of every piece of property in the 
state subject to taxation. 


A familiar instance of the use of agencies 
by the legislature for the exercise of the 
power vested in it by the constitution is 
found in the creation of municipal corpo- 
rations and of the powers of legislation 
which are commonly bestowed upon them. 
The bestowal of such powers is not to be 
considered as trenching upon the maxim 
that legislative power is not to be delegated, 
since that maxim is to be understood in 
the light of the immemorial practice of 
‘his country and England, which has al- 
Ways. recognized the propriety of vesting

The rule applicable to the delegation of 
power by a legislature is laid down with 
great clearness in the case of the Cincinnati, 
etc. railroad company vs, Clinton county.— 
1 Ohio, page 77. 

The true distinction, therefore, is between 
the delegation of power to make the law 
which necessarily involves a discretion as 
to what it shall be and conferring an au- 
thority or discretion as to its execution to 
be exercised under and in pursuance of the 
law. The first cannot be done; to the lat- 
ter no valid objectign can be made. 

The constitution of the state of Illinois, 
article four section one, declares that ‘the 
legislative power shall be vested ina gener- 
al assembly, which shall consist of a senate 
and house of representatives, etc. Article 
thirteen, section seven of the same consti- 
tution, declared that ‘‘the genera! assemby 
shall pass laws for the inspection of grain 
for the protection of producers, shippers 
and receivers of grain.” 

The legislature of Ilinvis, with this con- 
stitutional provision in force, passed an act 
to establish a board of railroad and ware 
house commissioners. This board was 
empowered to fix the rate of charges for 
the inspector of grain and the manner in 
which the samashould be collected, and to 
fix the amouat of compensation to be paid 
the chief inspector and other officers, etc. 
It was objected that this was an unwar- 
rantable delegation of iegislative power. 
But the supreme court of that state held 
that the right to pass inspection laws be- 
longed to the police powers of the govern- 
ment, and the legislature had the authority 
to arrange the distribution ot said powers 
as the public exigencies might require ap- 
portioning them to local jurisdic 
tions as the law making 
power deemed appropriate and 
committing the exercises of the residue to 
officers appointed asit might see fit to] 
order, and that it was important tor the 
general assembly to delegate to a commis- 
sion the power to control the subject of the 
inspection of grain, and to prescribe what 
fecs should be charged for the inspection of 
grain and regulate them from time to time 
as circumstances might require, 

The court says: ‘The principles repeat- 
edly recognized by this and other courts of 
last resort, that the general assembly may 
authorize others to do things which it might 
properly, yet cannot understandingly or 
advantageously do, itself seems to apply 
with peculiar force to the fixing of the 
amount of inspection fees so as to adjust 
them properly with reference to the ex- 
penses of inspection.”

By the authority cited, it is held that 
even if the power conferred on municipal 
corporations or special commissions be leg- 
islative or quasi-legislative, st.ll it is with- 
in the discretion of the legislature to con- 
fer it. 

My conclusion upon this point is there- 
fore that the act of October 19, 1879 is not 
unconstitutional by reason of a delegation 
to the railroad commissioners of legislative 
power. 

It is claimed that the law is unconstitu- 
tional because by declaring that the sched- 
ule of rates established by the commission- 
ers shall be held and taken in all the courts 
as sufficient evidence that the rates therein 
fixed are just and reasonable, it deprives 
the railroad companies of their constitu- 
tional right toa trial by jury.

From these sections of the code it is ap- 
parent that the rights, privileges and fran 
chises of the Atlantic and Gulf railroad 
compagy were subject to alteration, amend- 
ment or withdrawal at the will of the legts- 

ture 

This point has been expressly decided by 
the supreme court of the United States in 
the case of Railroad Company vs.Georgia.— 
82U.8. ay 

In that case it was held that by the con- 
solidatibu under the act of April 18, 1863, of 
the Savannah, Albany and Gulf railroad 
company, ard the Atiantic and Galf rail- 
roed company, said ‘companies were dis- 
solved and a new corporation (to-wit, 
the Atlantic and Gulf railroad company) 
was created and that this new company 
became subject to the provisions 
of the code of Georgia above recited. 

And ithas been expressly decided by 
the supreme court of Georgia that all 
chartefs granted by the state since the 
adoption of the code of 1565 are sibject to 
the provisions of Section 1652 above q aoted. 
—West Ead company va. Atianta,49 Geor- 
gia, 151. 

It must, therefore, be considered as 
eonclusively settled that the right of the 
Atlantic and Gulf railroad company to 
establish its own schedule of freight and 
fares within certain limits was subject to 
legislative modification andcontrol. The 
Savannah, Florida and Western railroad 
company having succeeded to the rights 
of franchise of the Atlantic and Gulf 
company is subject to the same revisory 
power, 

But so far as the Savannah, 
Western railroad company is concerned 
right of legislative control over its 
franchise has been placed beyond all 
dispute, if any remained, by Section eight 
of the act under which the company was 
organized. That section declares: ‘That 
nothing in this act shall operate to vest in 
any purchaser ef any railroad aod its 
franchises any exemption for taxation 
existing or claiming to exist in the corpo- 
ration which shall have been the owner 
of said railroad and its franchises 
or to limit the powers of the legislature to 
alter, modify or withdraw _the charter and 
franchises herein provided,’ 

Complainant says, however, that if the 
power of the legislature, under the charter 
of the company to modify or withdraw its 
franchises be concluded, yet this power is 
now restrained by that paragraph in the 
bill of rights of the constitution of 1877, 
which declares, ‘“‘no grant of special privi- 
lege or immunities shall be revoked, except 
in such manner as to work no injustice to 
corporators or creditors of the incorpora- 
tion.”’—Par. 3, sec. 3, art. 1 constitution of 
1877.

JUDGE WOODS'S DECISION

The following opinion was rendered ges 
terday in the United States circuit court 
by Judge William B. Woods in the 
case of George H. Tilley against the

That act forbids the railroad corporations 
of the state, including the isteadaas rail- 
road company, from charging unfair and 
unreasonable rates of freight and fare, or 
making unjust discriminations for the 
transportation of passengers and freights, 
and provides for the appointment 
of a commission to prescribe’ rea 
sonable and just rates of  freig't 
and passenger tariffs to be observed 
by all the companies doing business in this 
state on the railroads’ thereof. 

There is certainly nothingin this act hos- 
tile to the paragraph in the bill of rights 
just referred to.

U pon its face there can be noconstitutioual 
objection to this legislation excepting on 
the assumption that it is one of the special 
privilewes and immunitiesof the railroad 
cumpanies to charge unjust and unreason 
able of freight rates and fare. 

jut itis urged by complainant that the 
rates prescribed by the commissioners un- 
der authority of the legislature are nut just 
and reasonable, but are oppressive and 
destructive of the value of the property of 
the railroad companies. Assuming for the 
present that the tegislature had the consti- 
tutional right to, delegate the power of 
prescribing rates to a commission, and that 
the schedule established by it is the sched- 
ule of the legislature, the question is the. 
presented, Where does the power reside to 
declare what are just and reasonable rates? 
is it a judicial or legislative question? It 
seems to me that section two of articie four 
of thie constitution by its very terms confers 
that power on the legislature. It declares: 
First, “‘the power and authority of regu- 
lating railroad freights and passenger 
tarifls, preventing unjast discriminations, 
and requiring reasonable and just rates of 
reight and passenger tariffs are hereby 
conterred on the geveral assembiy, whose 
duty it shall be to pass laws to reguiate 
freight and passenger tarifis,to prohibit un- 
just discrimination, and to prohibit said 
roads from charging other than just and 
reasonable rates.’ How a delegation of 
power to declare whatis just and reasona- 
bie could be more plain and explicit, it is 
ditiicult to see.

Looking, thereiore, at the several clauses 
ofthe constitution which bear upon the 
subject, it cannot be said by the railroad 
compauies that an attempt by the legisla- 
ture to prescribe reasonable rates for the 
transportation of freights and fares is a 
revocation of any oftheir special privileges 
Or Immunities. 

In my judgment the clause of the consti- 
tution uow under consideration was not 
meant to limit the power of the legislature 
over the subjectof freights and fares which 
is fully treaced in section eleven, article 
fourteen, but was intended to protect the 
incorporators and creditors of the corpora- 
tion from the results which at common law 
followed the revocation of the charter of an 
incorporated company. which were, that 
its realtv reverted to the grantors and is 
personality eschetaed to the state. 


The complainant alleges that when the 
bonds and the mortgage to s@cure thesame, 
subject to which the defendant company 
bought the railroad and other property of 
the Atlanticand Gulf company were exe- 
cuted, the state of Georgia was the owaer of 
$10,000 sbare8 of the stoc« of thelet er com- 
pany, and this stock voted in favor of the 
issue of the bonds and the execution -f the 
mortgage; that the bonds bore -even per 
cent annuaily and are to fall due July 1, 
1877; that the property was conveyed by 
the mortgage or trust deed to a trustee 
with the power upon default of the pay- 
ment of interest to take possession and 
operate the road and pay first expenses; 
second, prior liens; third interest and prin- 
cipal of the bonds, and fourth, the residue 
to the corporation, but until default tle 
company was to. maoage the property in- 
stead of the trustees. 

And he claims that the reserved right 
of modification or repeal does not apply 
when such modification will impair a con- 
tract like this made by the state herself. 

To this there are two answers. In the 
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“Philadelphia, Pa.’ 
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K. LL. DE LISSER, 
22 Beekman Street, New York, 
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yr7ailroad corporation organized or 
doing business in this sviue “uv ader apy act of in- 
corporation, or general law of this state ow iu 
force, or which may hereafter be enacted, or 
any raiiroac corporation organized, or which 
may hereafter be organized under the laws of 
anv other state, and doing business in this state, 
shall charge, collect, demand or receive more 
than a fair and reasouable rate of toll or compen 
sation for the transportation of passengers or 
freight of any description, or for the use and 
transportation of any railroad car upon its track, 
or any of its branches thereof, or upon any rail 
poad within this state which it has the right, li- 
cense, or permission to use. operate, or control, 
the same shall be deemed guilty of extortion, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall be deait with 
as hereinafter provided. 
The act further provides for the appoint- 
ment of three railroad commissioncr , whose 
duty it shall be to make ressonav.e and 
just rates of freight and passenger tarifts to 
be observed by all railroad com panies doing 
business in this state on the railroads 
thereof, 
Section six of the act declares as follows 
That the said railroau commissioners‘are here- 
by authorized and required to make for each of 
the railroad vorporations doing business in this 
State, as soon as practicable, a schedule of just 
and reasonable rates of charges for the transpor- 
lation of passengers and freights and cars on each 
of said railroads; and said schedule shail, in suits 
brought agaiust any such railroad corporations 
wherein is involved the charges of any such rail- 
road corporation for the transportatiou of any 
passenger or freight or cars, or unjust discrimina- 
tion in relation thereto, be deemed and taken in 
all courts of this state as sufficient evidence that 
the rates therein fixed are just and reasonable 
rates of charges for the transportation of —— 
gers and freights and cars — the railroads; 
snd said commissioners shall, from time to time, 
and as often as circumstances may require, 
change and revise said schedule. 
Section nine provides: 
That if any railroad company doing business iu 
this state, by its agents or employes, shall he 
guilty of a violation of the rules and regulations 
provided and prescribed by said commissioners, 
and if, after due notice of such violation given to 
the. principal officer thereof, ample and full re- 
com pense for the wrong or injury done thereby to 
any person or ccrporation, as may be directed by 
said commissioners, shall not be made within 
thirty days from the time of such notice, such 
company shallinckr a penalty for each offense 
of not less than one thousand dollars, por more 
than five thousand dollars, to be fixed by the 
presiding judge. Anaction for the recovery of 
such penalty shall liein any county in the state 
where such violation has occurred, or wrong has 
been perpetrated, and shall be in the name of 
the state of Georgia. The conimissioners shall 
institute such action through the attorney-gener 
alor solicitor general, whose fees shall be the 
same as now provided by law. 
By authority of this act James M. Smith, 
Campbel! Wallace and Samuel Barnett were 
appointed railroad commissioners and were 
qualified and entered upon the discharge of 
thear duties, 
The commissioners, as required by law, 
prepared and promulgated a= standard 
schedule of just and. reasonable rates of 
charges for the traosportation of passengers 
and freights, and cars and required it to be 
observed with such modifications as might 
thereupon be.set forth by such of the rail- 
road corporations doing business in the 
state, and that copies of theschedule should 
be posted by the railroad compenies at all 
their stations, and thatthe same should go 
into full effect and operation on May 1, 
L880, 
Thereupon the complainant in this case, 
George H. Tilley, who averred himself to 
be an alien and a stockholder in the Savan- 
nab, Florida and Western railroad com 
railroad corporation 
of Georgia filed 
his bill to which he made the said 
railroad company, James M. Smith, Camp 
bell Wallace and Samuel Barnett, railroad 
commissioners, and Robert N. Eiy. attorney 
general of Georgia, partner defendants. 
The bill alleged that the complainant 
was the holder of one hundred shares of the 
capital stock of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railway company, for which he 
had paid the sum of $10,000 in cash. 
‘That the said Savannah, Florida and 
Western. railroad company had-its origin 
as follows: By a decree of the United States 
circuit court for the southern district of 
Georgia, the property, franchises, rights, 
privileges and immunities of the railroad 
corporation, known as the Atlantic and 
Gulf railroad ‘company, were sold 
in November 4, 1879, to Henry 
B. Plant and his associates, 
That the purchasers of said railroad and 
property of the Atlantic and Gulf railroad 
company were the bona fide owners of one 
million four hundred and fifteen thousand 
dollars of the second mortgage bonds of said 
company, to satisfy which such sale was 
made, and that their cash bid at the sale 
was $300,000, which sum was paid in 
hand. That said sale was made, subject to 
the lien of a mortgage executed by said 
Ailantic and Gulf railroad conipary to se- 
cure certain bonds issued and sold by it and 
known as its first mortgage bonds, and that 
said lien amounted at the time of said saie 
to about $2,700,000. 

That said Plant and his associates under 
the provisions of an act of the legislature 
of Georgia, approved February 2), 1876, had 
formed the said defendant corporation, the 
Savannab, Fiorida and Western railroad 
company, and to it was conveyed under the 
orders of said court the property and 
franchise rights and immunities of the said 
Atlantic and Gulf railroad company. That 
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ursuance of said contract did build said | 
ranch road at a cost of about $150,000, and 

the said jomber manufacturers who have 
used said branch road have peid and con 
tinue to pay without complaint the said 
raté of fifty cents per thousand feet for the 
use of said branch road. That while said 
Atiantic and Gulf railroad was under the 
management of the receivers appointed by 
the court under whose decree said sale was 
made, said receivers, at the instance of the 
lam ber manufacturers along the line of said 
railroad, laid down side-tracks for their 
exclusive use, in consideration whereof said 
lamber men agreed to pay arental of fifteen 
dollars per car for the use of said tracks 
and they have paid and continue to pay 
said rental. The bill.claimed that under 
the decree by which said railroad was sold, 
the purchasers became entitied to the bene- 
fit of the said contracts as a part of the 
as ets and property of the Atlantic and Guif 
raiiroad company. . 

The bill farther averred that: 

The Atlantic and Gulf railroad company, the 
corporation which owned the railroad so pur- 
chased, was composed of **The Atlantic and Guif 
railroad company"’ incorporated under the act of 
the state of Georgia, approved February 27th, 
isS6, and the original “savannah and Albany 
railroad company,” chartered by act of the gen- 
eral amembily of Georgia, approved, December 
2h, 1847, the name of which was changed to 
“The savannah, Aibany and Gulf railroad com- 
pany’ by an act approved February 20th, 154. 

Acts of 1555-4, p, 105. 
Acts of 1455-4, p. 454. 

That these two companies were consolidated by 
authority of an act of the general assembly of 
the state of Georgia, approved April 15th, 156°, 
entitied ‘An act w authorize the consolidation 
of the stock of the Savannah, Albany and Guill 
railroad company, aud the Atlantic and Guif 
railroad company, and for other purposes.”’ By 

he third section of said act of consolidation, it 
was enacted, ‘That the several immunities, [ran- 
chises and privileges granted to the said Savan- 
Hab, Albany and Gulf railroad company and the 
Atiantic and Gulf railroad company, by their 
original charters and the amendments thereof, 
and the liabilities therein imposed, shall continue 
in force, except so far as they may be inconsistent 
with their act of consolidation.”’ 

The bill claimed that the two companies 
aforesaid, which were consolidated, and out 
of which the Atlantic and Gulf railroad 
company was formed, were granted by their 
charters the right to charge certain rates of 
freight and passenger fares specitied therein 
and that the right to charge the same 
freights and fares bad been conferred upon 
the Savannah, Florida and Western | 
railroad company by theact of February 29, 
1876, aforesaid. 

That the Savannah, Fiorida and Western 
railroad company had adopted a schedule 
of freights and passenger fares without the 

_maximum rates fixed bythe charter of the 
Atlantic and Gulf railroad company, but 
that the rates so adop.ed were greater than 
those fixed by the schedule of the said rail- 
road commission. 

The bill claimed that if the rates estab- 
lished by the raulroad commissioners were 
made obligatory upon the Savannah, Flor- 
ida and Western railroad company it would 
not only be unable to establish a sinking 
fund to pay off its first mortgage bonds but 
would be unable to deciare dividends of any 
amount whatever to its stockhoiderssand 
the company would be driven into ruin and 
bankruptcy. 

The bili further alleged that com- 
plainant bad hoped that the said Savan- 
nah, Florida and Westera railroad com- 
pany would adhere to the schedule of 
freights and fares which it had adopted as 
aforesaid, but that he had been injured, 
and charged that it intended to abandon 
said schedule and adopt the one promul 
gated by said railroad commission which it 
admitted would not enable it to earn a suf- 
ficient income to pay its expenses, the in- 
terest on its bonded deb’, but that on the 
contrary its receipts would not enable it to 
pay the interest on its Sonds by at least 
$40,000 per annum, and that such deficit 
would continue from year to year, and the 
stock hoiders of said company wouid receive 
no dividend whatever, but that the value of 
the stock of said company would be gradu- 

an'lv destroyed by said annual deficit. 

The bii. ' averred that said act of Octo- 
ber 14, 1879, uc»eder authority of whichsaid 
railroad Commissi. oners assumed to act was 
in violation of the se. veral provisions of tre 
constitution of Georgia avbeye quoted, and 
that it excluded the defenud nt railroad 
company from its right of tria.! by jury 
yuaranteed by the constitution of the. :ate: 
that it violated that clause of the cons -tiru 
tion of the state,paragraph nine, section vx: 
article one, which ordains that excessive 
tines shall not-be imposed nor truel nor 
unusual pumshments inflicted; that said 
act violated that part of the Il4th amend 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States which declares that ‘‘no state shall 
deprive any person of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law nor deny to 
apy person within its limits the equai pro 
tection of the laws, and section ten, article 
one, which forbidsa state to pass any law im- 
pairing the obiigation of contract. 

Tbe bill prayed that the Savannah, Flori- 
da and Western railroad company might 
be enjoined from doing any act which 
would be an acceptance of the said statutes 
of October 14, 1879, as an amendment tw its 
charter or from carrying out the provisioas 
of said act, or from operating 
its road for such rates of fare 
and freight as should be inadequate to 
yield a revenue sufficient to pay the expen- 
ses of operating of said railroad, and main 

gy its track and equipment, and pay- 
ing interest on its bonded debt and reasona- 
bie dividends to its stockholders, and 
provide a reasonable sinking fund for the 
payment of the principal of its bonded 
devt, and that said commissioners might be 
enjoined from prescribing rates of fare and 
freight over said company’s railroad, or in 
any manner enforcing the provistons of the 
said act of Ociober 14, 1879, and that this 
said attorney general might be restrained 
from instituting any suit of any kind 
against said railroad company for the pur- 
pose of enforcing the provisions of said act, 
and for general relief, 

Upon the filiug of this bill a restraining 
order was allowed enjoining the defendants 
as prayed for. 

Subsequently on September 6, 1880, the de- 
fendant railroad company auswered the bill 
and on September 18, the railroad commis- 
sioners filed a demurrer theirto. 

On December 6, 1880,the complainant filed 
anamendment to his bill, in which he 
uverred that estimating the steck of the 
defendant company at $2,000,000, and tak- 
ing into accouoltthe mortgage lien subjec 
to which it was bought and which amount- 
ed to $2.710.000, the entire cost of the rail- 
road and other property were only $14,060 
per mile. That the gross receipts of the 
Atlantic and Guil railroad company for the 
lasteight years undera schedule substan- 
tially higher than that adopted by the 


Savannah, Florida and Western were $0s3.- 
702, That the average interest charges and 
expenses of the latter company amount to 
$867,242, leaving a surplus of only $116,550 
applicable to dividends and sinking fund, 
and that allowing a dividend of 7 per cent 
on the stock the net receipts would fall 
short $23,500 per anuum. 

That the receipts of the defendant ruil- 
road company, under the schedule promul 
gated by the railroad commissioners would 
fail to pay the running expenses, the 
annual intereston prior liens, subject to 
which the railroad was sold by uearly fifty 
thousand doilars per annum,and the said 
ameudmeot charges that the schedule pro- 
mulgated by said commissioners is not 
reasonable or just 

Oo Decen.ber 22, 23 and 24, 1880, the case 
was heard upon a motion for an injunction 
pendente lite in accordance with the prayer 
of the bill. Uponthis motion the affidavits 
of John Screven, lately one of the receivers 
of the Atiantic and Gulf railroad company 
of W. Chisholm, vice president; H.S 
Haines, general manager, and W. P. 
Hardee, treasurer of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railroad company, and of C., 
Hi Phinizy, president of the Georgia rail- 
road company, were read for the complain- 
ant, and the affidavit of the “railroad com- 
missioners was read in their own behalf.

The question for sulution is whether the 
case made by this bill and amendment and

The first inquiry that arises is what are 
the rights of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western ratlroad company under the law 
of its organization? Oa behalf of the com- 
plainant it averred that the railroad com- 
pany has the right within limits prescribed 
by the charter of the Atlantic and Gulf 
railroad compapy to fix its own schedule 
of freight and passenger fares, and that this 
right is not subject, to legislative control.

Chicago, etc., 
railway cv.; 94 U.S. 164. 

By the act of the legisiature of Georgia 
of February 29, 1876, entitled an act to en- 
able the purchasers of railroads to form cor- 
porations and to exercise corporate powers 
and privil , under which the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railroad company was 
organized, it was clothed with all the rights, 
privileges and immuuities of the Atlantic 
and Guif railroad company. It is necessa- 
ry therefore to inquire what were the char- 
ter rights of the latter company. It was 
organized by the consolidation of the Sa- 
vannah, Albany and Gulf railroad company 
and the Atlantic and Gulf railroad compa 
ny, by authority of an act of the legislature 
of Georgia, approved April 18, 1863. When 
this act. was sections 1651 and 1682 
of the code of 1863, which took effect Janu- 
ary 1, 1863, were in force. The first of 
these sections declared: “Persons are 
either natural or artificial. The latter 
ae the creatures of law, and except so far 

the law forbids is subject ner ee as sed 
modified or destroyed at the will of i 


first place, thé state made no contract when 
the Atlantic and Gulf railroad company 
issued its bonds and executed its mortgage 
to secure this. The bonds and mortgage 
were the contracts of the company and not 
of its stock holders. 


Secondly, the purchasers of the bonds took 
them subject to the power of the state to reg- 
ulate the ratesof freight and fares. The state 
never either by express or implied contract 
agreed that this power should not be exer- 
cised. The purchasers of bonds took the 
risk ef the validity of the company to do 
business enough under the provisions and 
restrictions of its charter and subject to the 
rightof the legwlative revision to pay the 
principal and interest on thé bends. 


The complainant next insists that para- 
graph oce, section two of articie four, of the 
constitution of Georgia requires the general 
assembly itself to regulate railroad freights 
and passenger tariffs and prohibit unjust 
discriminations on the railroads of the state

In this provision the legislature has ex- 
ercised the power, exercised by all the 
legislatures, both federal and state, ef pre- 
scribing the effect of evidence, and it a 
done nothing more.

Whether 
wise or unwise this policy has been em- 
bodied in the constitution of 1877. It was 
clearly the purpose of the people in the 
adoption of that revision of the organic 
law to keep the charges of the raiiruad 
companies of the state within legislative 
control. They were not satisfied with the 
rules of the common law on this subject. 
The act of October 14, 1879 is but the prac- 
tical expression of the will of the people 
of the state as embodied in their organic 
law. It is the exercise of aright which 
they have been careful to reserve, and sub- 
ject to which the defendant company were 
allowed to exist asa corporation. 

My conclusion is that the act of the leg- 
islature of Georgia, approved October 14, 
1879, entitled an act to provide for the reg- 
ulation of railroad freight and passenger 
tariffs in this state, etc., ete, is not 
in violation of either the constitution of the 
United States or of the state of Georgia; 
that under the constitution of Georgia
